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On the Advantages and Disadvantages of Moderation 


< Se RE is a State called Maryland where the sport of 

racing has been cultivated in a rather enlightened 
fashion for a good many years, in fact, since the last time 
racing committed suicide. The people of Maryland had 
the idea that racing was such a good thing that it ought not 
to be ruined by ov erdoing it. Accordingly they made a law 
which specified that the four major tracks in the State should 
not have more than 100 days of racing in a year. There 
were meetings in the spring and in the fall, but during the 
summer, from about the middle of May to the middle of 
September, there was no racing in Maryland, except at the 
half-milers, as they were called. 

Of course, the stockholders in the tracks might have 
made more money if they had had longer meetings, and the 
State might have collected more taxes. ‘But somehow neither 
the tracks nor the State ever got around to squeezing out 
the last possible dollar of income from the willing bettors. 
And far from being remorseful about this oversight, the peo- 
ple took a certain pride in their restraint, and thought it a 
very good thing. The tracks got along well and there was 
good racing, sometimes very fine racing indeed. 

However, after some years word began to get around 
that there was quite a lot of money to be had hows people 
who like to bet on horse races. “The treasuries of several 
states began to hanker for the exciting drum of hooves past 
the totalizator board, and in no time at all there were more 
race tracks than you could shake a sawbuck at. 

Maryland thought that was fine. “There was a splendid 
meeting at Delaware Park, under the best kind of manage- 
ment, and it fitted in nicely right behind the Maryland spring 
dates. “Then there was Garden State Park, which filled up 
the rest of the summer gap, and completed a very satisfactory 
sort of circuit. 

Then two more tracks were built in New Jersey, and 
there were some pieces which wouldn’t fit into the circuit. 
So either somebody had to cut down on the number of rac- 
ing days or there had to be two tracks operating at the same 
time in the same area. Since nobody ever heard of reduc- 
ing the number of racing days, some of the dates had to 
overlap. ‘That is to say, the tracks had to start pushing one 
another around. 


When the pushing around was over, Garden State Park’s 
summer meeting had been pushed into the spring and was 
lying, a perfect stymie, square between Philadelphia’s horse- 
players and Havre de Grace’s tote. Since about half of 
Havre de Grace’s sustenance comes from Philadelphia, it is 
expected that the Maryland track will suffer pain in one of 
the most sensitive spots. 


The Havre de Grace directors made the shock as easy 
as they could. ‘They fixed the spring schedule to leave four 
days dark, and arranged for a second meeting, of 11 days, 
immediately after Delaware Park. They will then be run- 
ning in competition with Monmouth Park, in New Jersey, 
which draws more from New York City than from Philadel- 
phia. ‘The intervening weeks can be spent in solemn con- 
templation. 

Philadelphia, of course, has been supporting four race 
tracks in very good style. If Pennsylvania ever puts in a 
bid for some of its own money, there may be still more tracks. 

Up in New England, where Boston plays a role like 
Philadelphia, three major tracks in three states are planning 
a total of 199 days of racing this year, and the Rockingham 
Park meeting beginning August 16 will be completely over- 
lapped by Narragansett Park. In addition to 60 days at 
Narragansett Park, Rhode Island has another track, Lincoln 
Downs, which will have a total of 85 days of racing this 
year. 


A man in Maryland, contemplating the evolution of the 
Turf and speculating on its future, would soon become a 
confirmed fingernail-biter. He would say to himself (crunch, 
crunch) that the people extended the privilege of commer- 
cialized betting to racing as a special favor, with the under- 
standing that it was to be strictly limited as to time and place. 
But if you limit it in one place, it simply grows in another. 
The more it grows, the more the spirit of the time-and- 
place limitation is violated. “The more its monopoly of 
privilege is exploited, the more people become convinced that 
a race track deserves no such monopoly. 

Anyone with half an eye could look ahead and see where 
racing was going. But who would be the first to hold back? 
(Crunch, crunch.)

New YorK 

At a recent racing gathering the talk 
fell on the problem of jockey agents, and 
I gather that somebody is going to wrestle 
this subject again. That won’t hurt any- 
body. It’s been done before and nothing 
came of it. 

The fact of the matter is that jockey 
agents are of several sorts. Some are 
honest, hard-working men, doing their 
best to get live horses for their jockeys, 
and living up entirely to their promises 
to trainers. Some others will put a boy 
on two horses in the same race if they get 
a better prospect after they have already 
promised him, and will go to the first 
trainer with a long, involved, and wholly 
untruthful account of a “mistake” which 
didn’t happen. Some are hustlers and 
touts, and would double-cross their aunt 
if the opportunity arose. 

But when you think of it, you get about 
the same categories if you classify grocers, 
dry cleaners. lawyers. hotel clerks, minis- 
ters, or even Turf writers. So there really 
isn’t much to do about jockey agents be- 
cause some of them are bad. They're 
licensed to operate, and if too many bad 
ones get in, the thing to do is to kick the 
licensing body in the teeth, and not to 
sweep out the good ones because the li- 
censing body is lax. 


PROMISE. During the winter Belmont 
Park got out, for publicity purposes, a 
book which tells, through pictures, the en- 
tire story of putting a racing plant and a 
race meeting together, and very sensibly 
includes a good many shots which serve no 
other purpose than being very pleasant to 
look at. Phalanx winning the Belmont, 
Stymie taking the Metropolitan, Citation 
saying “nice to have seen you” to the 
Futurity field are some of the better ones. 
and there are lots and lots of pictures 
which show the tremendous sweeps and 
spaciousness of the track. 

But particular interest here attached to 
two sketches late in the book, of buildings 
which aren’t there yet. One is of a stable 
cafeteria, and the other of a recreation 
center, to be built when restrictions on 
such construction are lifted. 

The management of nearly every race 
track has a drawer full of blue prints to 
show what the track “hopes to do,” and 
usually has little intention of doing it. 
But Belmont, which has been criticized 
here for various things, has never been 
accused of pinching pennies, and it has a

superintendent in C. V. Boyle who would 
rather be building something than sport- 
ing with Amaryllis in the shade. 

So the guess in this corner is that the 
buildings will go up, and when they do 
Belmont is going to be pretty well caught 
up in the only department in which it is 
notably inferior to newer tracks. There 
isn’t too much wrong with the present 
stable kitchens, except that they aren’t big 
enough. but recreation facilities at present 
do not exist. Saratoga is the only New 
York track that has a recreation center, 
and that one certainly pays off. 

The book. to save you the trouble of 
hunting, isn’t generally available. There

Until this year, Delegate’s success had 
been in sprint races. At two he won the 
Primer Stakes at six furlongs, a normal 
distance for 2-year-olds in the summer. 
But at three. when he might have been 
expected to stretch out, he found the 
shorter races more to his liking, and regis- 
tered most of his wins at three-quarters of 
a mile. 

Herbert M. Woolf. his 
owner, was so firmly convinced that Dele- 
gate’s was a short tether that he withdrew 
him from the 1947 Kentucky Derby in 
mid-March with the explanation that while 
he was “one of the best sprinters in the 


breeder and 


country.” he was not ready to go 114 
miles so early in the year. This was after 
he had been soundly beaten at a mile and 
a furlong. 

During the past winter he again was 
tried at middle distances, and at 1;'; miles 
beat Stud Poker and *Respingo in the 
Coral Gables Handicap. Earlier he had 
accounted for the Hialeah Inaugural and 
Palm Beach Handicaps at shorter dist- 
ances. 

His most recent trial was in the first sec- 
tion of the 11,-mile Double Event, in 
which he ran third to *Colosal and Fervent 
after encountering trouble during the race. 
Like Lawrin, the Woolf-bred Kentucky 
Derby winner, Delegate was foaled in 
Kansas. He is a 4-year-old gelding by 
Maeda—Brides Veil, by *Polymelian. The 
jockey in the cover photo is Douglas Dod- 
son. Ross Higdon is the trainer. 
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is talk of reprinting it for sale, and if it 
comes off, notice will be made in this 
corner. 


REPETITION. Last year, on March 1, 
Calumet got Pot 0’ Luck beaten by *Talon, 
which had had a pretty fair try at Armed 
a bit earlier. Later the same day Armed 
ran in California, and came back well in 
the rear of *Olhaverry. Now Fervent has 
gone and got licked by *Colosal, so I 
should judge that the stable is getting a 
little tired of South American horses. 

*Colosal was out several times at Hia- 
leah Park, doing quite well for himself at 
sprint distances. He is a big-bodied horse, 
a 5-year-old by our standards, and my 
guess was that he would do better in the 
shorter races. But in the Double Event 
he seems to have lengthened out to a 
mile and a furlong, for beating Fervent, 
even with a weight pull, is a good after- 
noon’s work. *Colosal is Fred Hooper’s 
first South American horse. You may 
remember that his first North American 
one was Hoop, Jr. 

The stable also has high hopes for the 
2-year-old Ocean Drive. which was the 
fastest thing in Florida during the Hialeah 
meeting. “I think that this one is worth 
what you made me pay for him,” Mr. 
Hooper remarked to this tourist, who had 
worked at the Keeneland sale in which 
Ocean Drive was sold. The implication 
was that some of the others weren’t. The 
subject was hastily abandoned. 


ITS LAMONT. Shortly after El Mono 
had won most of the money in Florida, a 
disturbance was raised in this corner 
because he was claimed in the name of 
Donato Lamorte and then got to running 
in the name of Dan Lamont. It was partly 
quelled by Patsy Crocco, who claimed the 
horse for his present owner, and now a 
letter from the owner completes the ex- 
planation. 

El Mono’s owner was born in Altoona, 
Pa., the week after the outsider Pink Star 
had won the Derby, of Italian parents 
named Lamorte. But even before that, 
when an older sister had started to school, 
either she or her teacher had mixed things 
up a bit and the name went into the record 
as Lamont. 

Since then the family, accepting the 
slight Americanization of a foreign name, 
has used the latter version, though without 
making any legal change. Consequently, 
when it came time to sign an authorized 
agent's form last summer, the 
signed his baptismal name. For the rest 
he conducts his business—which is the 
manufacture of footwear—and races his 
horses under the name of Dan Lamont. 
That’s all there is to it, except that if 
the horse keeps going, maybe we'll read 
“El Mono” instead of “Altoona” on that 
famous horseshoe curve.

*“Colosal Wins the 
Opening Round 


Tropical Park’s Double Event is the only 
U.S. stakes race which is written strictly 
for second-guessers. Except for the 
weather, which can’t be guaranteed, the 
second section of the nine-furlong race is 
run under the same conditions as the first. 
The winner of the first section doesn’t 
acquire a penalty, the losers gain no con- 
cessions. 

Consistency has been the keynote of the 
race since its introduction in 1946. It was 
Armed, Occupy. and Historian in the first 
section that year, and Armed, Historian. 
and Occupy in the second section. Last 
year it was Westminster, Statesman, and 
Eternal Reward in both sections. 

This year’s first section produced a 

narrow finish. Fred W. Hooper’s Argen- 
tine-bred *Colosal. making his first start 
at a distance as far as 114 miles. won by 
a head over Calumet Farm’s Faultless. 
which was giving him 12 pounds, 125 to 
113. *Colosal was carrying a pound over- 
weight. 
_ Stud Poker was the early leader, but 
he faded when Delegate collared him on 
the backstretch. Fervent and *Colosal 
began to advance simultaneously nearing 
the far turn. Jockey Ronnie Nash kept 
*Colosal near the rail, and N. L. Pierson 
took Fervent on the outside. This prob- 
ably caused Fervent’s defeat—when Dele- 
gate bore out on the turn, Fervent was 
carried with him. Delegate took third 
money. a length behind Fervent. 

Faultless. the 1947 Preakness winner 
which ran coupled with Fervent, was taken 
back when the ground broke from under 
him at the start. and did not enter con- 
tention. He finished fifth. El Mono, the 
Widener and McLennan winner. was sixth. 
He raced well back throughout. 

The second section of the race will be 
run March 27. *Colosal’s time was 
1:4924. This was four-fifths slower than 
the track record set by Armed in the 
Double Event of 1946 and equaled by West- 
minster in the first section of the race in 
1947. It was 115 seconds slower than the 
track record established by Westminster 
last year in winning the second section. 


The Filly Didn’t Win 
In 1946 the 3-year-old filly Plucky Flag 


became the heroine of race-goers at the 
Hipodromo de las Americas by winning 
the Stakes Jockey Club Mexicano, the 
Gran Premio Nacional. and the Derby 
Mexicano, Mexico’s Triple Crown. 

This year it looked as if another filly 
might make the sweep. Torcasita, owned 
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by the Cuadra San Luis. won the Stakes 
Jockey Club Mexicano (one mile) by eight 
lengths over Esgohy and *The Gike. Two 
weeks later she took the 1;3-mile Gran 
Premio Nacional by 18 lengths over *The 
Gike and Agualillo. 

In the mile-and-a-furlong Derby of 
March 14, the daughter of Valdina Orphan 
was. with two entry-mates, the 1-to-10 fav- 
orite. She carried 114 pounds, the same 
as in the other legs of the Triple Crown. 


She took the front with her usual will- 
ingness, but in the stretch, where pre- 
viously she had been drawing away to 
win with almost ridiculous ease. she was 
not able to shake off *The Gike (115), 
which hung on obdurately and got half 
a length in front of her within the last 
20 yards. In Peace was third. 


*The Gike was imported last year from 
England, where he had won one race and 
been second twice in six starts. In his 
start prior to the Derby, he lengthened out 
on some Derby rivals to win by five lengths 
at 71% furlongs.

The bay son of *Ben 
Strome—Strychinia was bred by Mrs. 
Thomas Carson at the Dixiana Stud. He 
raced first in the name of the Gayoso 
Stable and later in the name of Walter 
F. Scheftel, a broker on the New York 
Exchange. 


Highball was trained by that lovable 
character J. W. (Bud) May. May could 
never make up his mind as to which was 
the better race horse. Highball or Yankee 
Consul, both of which he trained. so for 
good measure Yankee Consul will be re- 
ferred to farther along. 

*Ben Strome. sire of Highball, Rose- 
ben, Cedarstrome. Eugenia Burch, Belle 
Strome, and a number of other stakes win- 
ners, was a son of Bend Or—Strathfleet, 
by Scottish Chief. Foaled in 1886. he 
was bay in color, and was about as ordi- 
nary a race horse as was ever imported. 
He arrived here in 1892, died at Mrs. 
Carson’s Dixiana Farm in 1909. 

The name of his importer is unknown 
to me, but I strongly suspect a Britisher 
named Manser shipped him over here. 
The Mansers. father and son, were promin- 
ent in British racing circles during the 
“Gay Nineties.” The son rode the Duke 
of Beaufort’s Strathrose in the American 
Derby of 1893. won by Boundless. The 
British horse was left at the post. The 
same starter was in the box who practic- 
ally left Man o’ War at the post in the 
Sanford Memorial. 

I saw Highball run two very high-class 
races at two, in 1903. They were the 
last two he ran in. He was rather lightly 
regarded until Saratoga. but managed to 
escape the maiden ranks in his second 
start, at Morris Park on May 8, in a 
maiden race in which he finished in front 
of 15 rivals. Among them were Grenade, 
owned by Sydney Paget; Dolly Spanker. 
owned by J. R. Keene; Jocund, owned by 
Thomas Hitchcock; and Luxembourgh. 
Highball, ridden by green-eyed Johnny 
Bullman, was favorite at 7-5. 

At Saratoga he created quite a surprise 
when he won the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, beating Dimple, Rapid Water, 
Palmbearer, The Minute Man, and Stal- 
wart. In the Futurity he ran very well to 
finish fifth behind Hamburg Belle, Leon- 
idas, The Minute Man, and Audience. In 
this race he shared top weight of 127 
pounds with Broomstick and Delhi. High- 
ball was ridden by Jimmy Winkfield and 
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Highball: The American Derby 
Was Among His Winning Races 


closed very strongly, being beaten a head 
for fourth place over a heavy track. 

Highball won his last three starts, and 
was ridden by Grover Cleveland Fuller. 

His victory in the Flatbush Stakes im- 
pressed me deeply. The distance was seven 
furlongs. Highball, under 120 pounds, 
was conceding five pounds to eight rivals. 
His odds were away out of line at 
8 to 1. Delhi was favorite at 5 to 2. 
Captain S. S. Brown’s pair, Broomstick 
and Conjurer, were coupled at 3 to 1, 
while 4 to 1 was to be had against Pulsus 
and Mercury. 

The scene was Sheepshead Bay, a week 
after the Futurity. During the first half- 
mile Highball appeared to be badly out- 
run—he was back in sixth place. About 
this point Fuller began moving with High- 
ball. the colt responded with a will, passed 
his rivals one by one. and was well in 


hand at the finish, two lengths in front 
of Pulsus, with John W. Schorr’s Moharib 
third. 

This was followed by a bloodless victory 
in the Golden Rod Stakes, at 644 furlongs 
on the turf, at the expense of Dimple and 
Grenade.

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Highball was 4 to 1. Aristocracy, owned 
by John E. Madden, was the first to find 
his racing legs and led the field by a head 
at the three-quarter pole. Leonidas was 
second, two fengths in front of Highball. 
Fuller was riding a very confident race on 
the latter. 

With less than a furlong to go, Fuller 
called on his mount and Highball, closing 
like a lion, went on to win by nearly a 
length. Leonidas was second, and that 
savage brute Ormonde’s Right came with 
a rush to finish third, a length back of 
Leonidas. Ormonde’s Right was by *Or- 
monde—Right. He was a good horse when 
in the humor, which was seldom. He was 
a savage brute and only his groom Harry 
Mann, now Jack Campbell’s clocker and 
known as “The Owl.” could do anything 
with him. 


CHALLENGE REFUSED. The race 
following the Junior Champion was the 
First Special, at 114 miles. It was won 
by McChesney from Goldsmith and Sheriff 
Bell. McChesney had whipped Hermis in 
the Twin City over at Sheepshead Bay; 
he was owned by E. E. Smathers, and 
ostensibly was trained by Frank Taylor. 
Actually the trainer was Sam Hildreth, 
who had to remain in the background as 
he could not obtain a license. Hildreth 
always had a penchant for match races. 
In fact, McChesney’s presence on the At- 
lantic seaboard was due to two things: 
(1) Smathers and Hildreth did not possess 
the influence to compel the handicappers 
around Chicago to limit the weight on Me- 
Chesney to 130 pounds over a mile, and 
(2) the prospect: of a match with J. B. 
Haggin’s Waterboy, trained by A. J. Joy- 
ner. 

The proposed match fell through, so 
after the Junior Champion and the First 
Special, little “Bub” May swaggered over 
to where Hildreth was standing and _ re- 
marked, “Sam, that big horse of yours ran 
pretty well today. Tell you what Il do. 
ll match Highball against him weight- 
for-age at a mile and bet you $10,000 
Highball beats him.” Hildreth, however, 
wanted no part of Highball at that time. 


DERBY WINNER. At three Highball’s 
chief claim to fame was his victory in the 
American Derby. then the outstanding 
race for 3-year-olds in this country at the 
true Derby distance of 1145 miles. Many 
eastern horses beginning with Domino and 
including Senator Grady, The Parader, 
Hermis, and Arsenal had tried in vain to 
win this stakes. 
Highball had lost his first six starts at 
three, beginning at Jamaica as early as 
April 25, but he made amends when he 
won the American Derby in June, under 
122 pounds. 

He won easily by a length from Wood- 
son, with John A. Drake’s Rapid Water 
third. In the beaten field were English 
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ROSEBEN AND SHAW 


The pictures which have accompanied 
a number of Neil Newman’s articles (Top 
Races of Top Horses) have provoked a 
considerable interest on the part of readers 
with long memories. 

Clem McCarthy couldn't quite make out 
to his own satisfaction the identity of the 
jockey shown astride Roseben in THE 
Bioop-Horsrt of February 21, page 538. 
We fteferred the question to James M. 
Holmes. of Brooklyn. who promptly re- 
sponded: 

“That is Willie Shaw on Roseben, the 
day he set the seven-furlong record, 1:22. 
The only other starter (as I recall, and 
I was there) was Beauclere, trained by 
Max Hirsch and ridden by Bobby Powers. 
who is still around Jamaica here.”

The delay was due to the fact 
the consent of the insurance company had 
to be obtained before the horse could be 
put out of his pain. 

It was a sad and touching sight. High- 
ball kept turning his head, looking at the 
surrounding crowd as if imploring help 
in his pain. Everyone turned away before

rang out. A lot of guys were 
blowing their noses vigorously they 
filed out of the track. 


YANKEE CONSUL. “Bub” May didn’t 
have much better luck with Yankee Con- 
sul, foaled in 1903, by *Sempronius— 
Lady Inez, by *Albert or Spendthrift, and 
bred by Young Brothers, Christiansburg, 
Ky. 

He was sold as a yearling to Charles R. 
(Plunger) Ellison and trained by Johnny 
Maybery. 

He was third to George Leiper and 
Klingsor in the Gaston Hotel Stakes. He 
later beat Klingsor in a maiden race and 
was sold to the Tippah Farm Stable. nom 
de course of Roy Rainey. 

Yankee Consul. named after a play by 
George Ade, had no important engage- 
ments in the East until the autumn. After 
winning a condition race at Gravesend he 
was beaten into third place at Sheeps- 
head Bay the last week in June in a purse 
at furlongs.

Bub May could not understand it, swore 
the form was all wrong. and when Yankee 
Consul won a purse a week later he 
shouted: “What did I tell you?” 

Carrying 117, Yankee Counsel whipped 
by a head the 2 to 1 favorite Phidias, 
owned by a very fine sportsman, George 
De Gumeons. a cotton broker. Phidias 
was trained by J. P. (Cotton) Neumeyer 
and was a half brother to Beauclere, the 
first good horse Max Hirsch ever trained. 

Then Yankee Consul won two races at 
Brighton Beach and followed with victory 
in the Partridge Stakes, six furlongs on 
the turf. at Sheepshead Bay, beating Belle 
of Pequest, Phidias, and Charlie Ellison’s 
Lady Navarre, winner of the Tennessee 
Oaks the next spring. 

Yankee Consul’s big race was the seven- 
furlong Flatbush Stakes in September, at 
Sheepshead Bay. It was the race preced- 
ing Sysonby’s Century triumph. Under 
115 pounds, ridden by the Canadian Jack 
Martin, Yankee Consul won under wraps 
by a length. Whimsical. with old friend 
Bill Knapp, was second. 

Yankee Consul died before the year 
was out. ‘ 

Incidentally, Highball’s owner, Walter 
Scheftel, died by his own hand _ shortly 
after his grand colt was destroyed.

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Illinois Reports 
On the Year 1947 


Last July the Illinois Legislature 
amended the State’s Horse Racing Act 
and provided for the payment of breeders’ 
awards in the case of home-bred winners 
on Illinois tracks. 

The amendment was well received by 
local breeders, who organized the Illinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association and 
set about providing a means of registering 
Thoroughbreds bred in the State. 

But there was a question as to whether 
a breeders’ association or the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board should conduct the registration. 
And the amended law brought up some 
other points needing interpretation. 

The appendix to the annual report of 
the Illinois Racing Board covering the rac- 
ing year 1947 includes an exchange of 
correspondence between the racing board 
and the State attorney general relative to 
these interpretations. This correspond- 
ence is not the most important part of the 
Illinois report, which is among the best 
in the nation. But it is an interesting side- 
light of the Turf, and may be valuable in 
other localities where similar legislation 
is in force or is contemplated. 


REGISTRY. The first matter taken up 
by the board with the attorney general 
concerned authority for registering Illinois- 
bred horses. The breeders’ organization 
had asked the board for authority to keep 
the records. The act stated that the racing 
board should provide for the registration 
of home-breds. The breeders construed 
this as meaning that the board had author- 
ity to delegate the function if it desired. 
The board itself thought that it had been 
assigned the responsibility and could not 
delegate it. 

The attorney general interpreted the law 
as enjoining the board to formulate regula- 
tions providing for the registeration of 
Illinois-bred horses. “Questions concern- 
ing the propriety of the registration of a 
particular horse as ‘Illinois bred’ must be 
decided by the board and may not, in my 
opinion, be determined by a private asso- 
ciation,” the attorney general wrote. In 
support of his decision, he cited that the 
board had the right to adminster oaths, 
subpoena witnesses, and scrutinize records, 
accounts, and other documents, which no 
private group was authorized to do. 

After it had been established that it 
was the sole authority for registering home- 
breds, the racing board found itself facing 
some other problems. 

One was the question of eligibility for 
the breeders’ award, which amounts to 10 
per cent of the first money. (The award 
is paid by the track and is not deducted 
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from the purse.) The attorney general 
ruled that the award is not payable un- 
less a horse is registered with the racing 
board as a home-bred. 


“EVERY RACE.” Another point con- 
cerned the type of racing in which the 
award should be paid. Illinois breeders 
contended that it applied to any race, but 
at least one of the racing associations 
evidently thought it should be paid in the 
case of restricted races. 


The attorney general decided that it 
applied to all races won by home-breds. 
and not just to races written especially 
for them: “An intention to so restrict the 
payment of breeder’s awards . . . would 
be inconsistent with the express mandate 
providing for the payment of such awards 
in ‘every race won by an Illinois bred 
horse.” and would violate the spirit and 
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intent of the Act by permitting licensees 
to render the declared purpose of the 
Act unattainable by failing to schedule 
events limited to competition between IlIli- 
nois bred horses. A construction of the 
Act which would defeat its purpose as 
well as conflict with its express provi- 
sions is not permissible.” 

The question also had come up as to 
whether a corporation would be eligible 
to receive a breeder’s award. The attorney 
general said that a corporation organized 
under the laws of Illinois would be eli- 
gible. since it legally could be considered 
a resident of the State. 


The remaining point affected the pay- 
ment of awards after the death of a 
breeder. The decision was that if a 
breeder died after a horse won a race, 
the award should be paid to the adminis- 
trator or executor of his estate. But if a 
breeder is dead before a horse wins, no 
award is payable. The heirs are not to be 
considered the owners of the mare at the 
time she foaled the winner. 


NEW RULES. “The Illinois Racing 
Board recognizes and will uphold the rul- 
ings of every other commission or Board, 
A denial of a license shall be considered 
to be a ruling.” “The denial of a license 
by the Illinois Racing Board by any appli- 
cant has the same force and effect as a 
ruling for the violation of a racing rule, 
and the denial of a license by the Illinois 
Racing Board for cause will continue in 
effect until such time as the [board] shall 
approve a subsequent application for a 
license.” 

These rules, which are among several 
other changes, are in conformity with a 
recommendation last year by the NASRC 
that the denial of a license shall be con- 
sidered to be a ruling. 


TAXES. During the year the tracks’ 
commission on pari-mutuel betting was 
reduced to 7 per cent (it had been 8 per 
cent), and half the breakage. But later 
the law changed to permit the tracks to 
keep 8 per cent. and half the breakage. 
The State gets 5 per cent and half the 
breakage. Total commission: 13 per cent 
plus about 114 per cent for breakage. 
Until 1946, the State had received 2 per 
cent, the tracks 8 per cent and all the 
breakage. 

The final revision in 1947 confirmed the 
diversion of 4 per cent of the State’s share 
to the payment of a soldiers’ bonus. 

Receipts by the State during 1947 in 
the form of the pari-mutuel levy (which 
accounted for most of the money) and 
license fees, amounted to $11,123,713. This 
was an increase of more than 120 per cent 
over 1946. Mutuel play declined by 
about 16 per cent, or almost $32,000,000. 

The State’s share was allocated as fol- 
lows: veterans’ bonus bonds, $7.701.929; 
veterans’ rehabilitation fund, $115,189: 
agricultural premium fund. $2.137.585; 
general revenue fund, $1,169.008. 

Expenses of the racing board amounted 
to $104.079, less than 1 per cent of the 
money collected from racing by the State. 

The board members—Ednyfed Williams, 
chairman, Frank E. Mandel. and William 
FE. Fay—do not receive salaries. They are 
reimbursed for traveling and other ex- 
penses incurred in line of duty. Board 
secretary is Clement A. Nance.

Ralph Beaver Strassburger, of Gwynedd 
Valley, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, 
the Haras de Monceaux, Lisieux, France, 
the Hotel Edouard VII, Paris, and a few 
other places, all but won the Lincolnshire 
Handicap. first big stakes race of the Eng- 
lish season at Lincoln, Saturday, March 
13. “All but” because. although his 4- 
year-old, Clarion 3rd beat 56 other horses, 
there was an old war-horse, Commissar, 
aged eight. who beat him by a two-length 
margin in a most extraordinary contest. 
The British Turf has been jogging along 
two or three centuries, but never in the 
history had there been a flat race with 58 
starters, though there has been a hectic 
Grand National with 66. No one believed 
that any starter could handle such an as- 
sembly at the starting gate. Almost every- 
one anticipated that, with so many of them 
restive and inexperienced, the whole thing 
would be out of hand, and complete chaos. 


We don’t envisage such horrid possibili- 
ties as a field of 58 in England, and Lin- 
coln is a very old-fashioned meeting that 
the march of time has been. by-passing. 
Yet, believe me or not, everything went 
as smoothly as if there had been only a 
dozen runners. The new Jockey Club 
starter, Captain Chandos-Pole, was either

inspired or lucky. He got the 58 lined up 
in no time, and when he gave the start a 
matter of 50 seconds later he got the lot off 
in a perfect line. There was no crowd- 
ing, and no jockey could complain after- 
wards of bad luck. It is all still unbeliev- 
able. and the race will live long in the 


Turf records of the world as an event that 
was unique, and likely to remain so. 
And then it was a tame race. All the 
thrills were in the anticipation of the 
worst that did not happen. Commisar 
quickly pulled his way to the front and 
disengaged himself from the rubbish with 
which the field was cluttered. Clarion 3rd, 
who had started a strong favourite, was hot 
in pursuit. About a furlong from the win- 
ning post, Clarion 3rd poked his head in 
front, but couldn’t keep it there. Com- 
missar beat the Strassburger colt quite 
decisively, which was bad luck for the 
cosmopolitan owner, because the players 
had taken next to no stock of the chances 
of the old horse. Hyperion’s 4-year-old 
son Flexton ran on to get the third place. 
English breeders can take no great com- 
fort from their season’s first important 
handicap for the winner and the third. are 
Irish, while the second is French. Actu- 
ally Commissar was dropped in England 


The largest field in the long history of English flat racing started in the Lincolnshire Handicap on the opening day of the sea- 
son, March 13. With a new starter in charge, and with horses restive from a winter’s lay-off, the crowd expected “something” to 
happen. Nothing did, though a policeman had to shoo a small dog off the course just ahead of the oncoming herd. Victory fell to 
the 8-year-old Commissar, oldest winner of the race in sixty years, with the favorite, R. B. Strassburger’s French-bred Clarion, by 
Djebel, in second place.

but his breeder was an Ulsterman, the late 
Mr. William Barnett, who owned the il- 
lustrious brothers Trigo, winner of the 
Derby and St. Leger, and Athford, who 
made Reigh Count shake out his fifth leg 
before he won the Coronation Cup at 
Epsom. Commissar’s sire and dam Sir 
Cosmo and Salar, are both dyed-in-the- 
wool Irish, while Flexton was raised not 
far from the City of Dublin. 

When Mr. Barnett died and his blood- 
stock was auctioned it was at the worst of 
the slump following the outbreak of war. 
The brothers Alan and Arthur Budgett 
Oxfordshire hunting men—one of them 
was Master of the famous Bicester hounds 
—bought him for a song. The colt broke 
down early in his career, and the Budgetts. 
who were on war service, turned him out 
and forgot him. When the war was over 
they began to take an interest in him again. 
and the gelding came from the stable of 
Trainer Eric Stedall to win one of Eng- 
land’s leading sprint races, the Stewards 
Cup at Goodwood. 


Then Stedall retired and they started to 
train him themselves around the farm in 
Oxfordshire. He was just beaten in a 
second shot at the Stewards Cup last year, 
but won another important event. In fact, 
he has never run a bad or even a moderate 
race. Everyone had put him down as a 
sprinter with a distance limit not above 
seven furlongs. yet over this mile, and 
shouldering 121 pounds. he could trounce 
Clarion 3rd (124). which at the close of 
the 1946 season was esteemed the best 2- 
year-old in France.

Stimulation Case 
To Supreme Court 


In October, 1946, W. L. Sandstrom was 
suspended for six months by the Califor- 
nia Horse Racing Board on a charge that 
Cover Up, which he owned and trained, 
was stimulated for a race at Del Mar. 
The suspension was to date from August 
12. when the alleged stimulation had 
occurred. 

After the positive stimulation analysis 
was reported, Sandstrom was ordered by 
Del Mar stewards to dispose of his two 
horses Cover Up and Motherland within 
three days. The case was carried to civil 
court on Sandstrom’s allegation that out- 
siders have access to horses at Del Mar 
because of the construction of the stalls, 
and that it was not possible to insure 
against stimulation, even though an ani- 
mal might be under watch. 

Latest legal decision in the matter was 
the California Supreme Court’s recent 
judgment that Rule 313 of the California 
Rules of Racing, holding a trainer re- 
sponsible for the condition of a horse, 
was constitutional. 

In the March 15 issue of Hoof Prints, 
official publication of the California Thor- 
oughbred Owners and Trainers Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Sandstrom is a member. 
he appealed for contributions to defray the 
expense of taking the case to the United 
States Supreme Court. The cost was 
estimated at about $2,000. 

Cover Up, which Sandstrom sold pur- 
suant to the Del Mar stewards’ order, sub- 
sequently developed into a leading handi- 
cap horse. Last year he won the $100,- 
000-added Hollywood Gold Cup and other 
stakes for Zack Addington, who bought 
him from Sandstrom for $24,500. In the 
Gold Cup he ran the 114 miles in 2:00. 
equaling the disputed American record of 
Whisk Broom 2nd. 


HEARINGS AND RULINGS 


Trainer John Real. evidently “browned 
off’ because he was displeased with the 
way things were going at Sunshine Park, 
refused to co-operate with an inspector 
from the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion when the man tried to take a urine 
sample from one of the Real horses.

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Park Race Course, he has engaged in the 
malicious spreading of unfounding rumors

Trainer Real was suspended for the re- 
mainder of the meeting (three days), and 
for 60 additional calendar days. His case 
was referred to the F lorida commission 
with the recommendation that he be barred 
from further racing in Florida. 

On March 6, last day of the meeting, 
stewards at the Fair Grounds track at 
New Orleans suspended Trainer F. W. 
Thomas “for having a ‘tumor’ or ‘re-nerv- 
ing’ operation performed on the horse Juke 
Box, and entering and attempting to start 
said horse... .” It was recommended to 
the Louisiana State Racing Commission 
that the suspension be continued for six 
months. 

Juke Box, owned by Joseph A. Kroech, 
was barred from further racing at the 
track under a rule relating to nerved 
horses. In the fall of 1946, the son of 
Maedic—Lina Clark, by Delhi, then a 5- 
year-old, won the Sportsman’s Handicap 
at Sportsman’s Park, Chicago. 


J. A. Kinard’s JOHN’S JOY stumbled when he left the gate in his first start, but 
recovered quickly and won the Duncan F. Kenner Stakes at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds.

The top 2-year-old among a remark- 
able group of horses, and winners of 
$189,685, Jamestown was retired to the 
stud in 1933. From his first crop came 11 
winners from 11 starters, his second crop 
had nine foals, all starters, all winners; 
and so it went. Jamestown rapidly built 
up a reputation of siring quick 2-year-olds, 
and horses which kept on winning. They 
included more than an average number of 
stakes winners. 


Through 1945 (2-year-olds of 1947) 
Jamestown had sired 191 foals, of which 
175 had started and 145 had won. In per- 
centages these figure 74.7% of his foais 
are winners, and 82.8% of his starters are 
winners. Through 1947 they have won 
$1,862,512. 


Jamestown has regularly had out top 
horses.

In general, 
betting on races at more than a mile was 
heavier than on races at a mile or less. 


MISCELLANEOUS. There were 833 
races during the season in which photos 
were required to determine placed horses. 
First place was involved in 317 photos. 
There were nine dead heats for first. 

Arlington Park’s percentage of 37.85 on 
winning favorites was high for the season. 
Fairmount Park’s fall meeting was a 
whisker behind—37.84 per cent. Lincoln 
Fields was low with 27.08 per cent. 

There were 155 jockey agents licensed. 
compared with 147 jockeys. 


RESULTS AT AIKEN 


Sagamore Farm, Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
Maryland nursery, and Greentree Stable 
of Lexington, almost completely dominated 
the 2-year-old trials at Aiken, S. C., March 
18 and 19. On the first day of the trials 
Sagamore Farm came off with two wins, 
a dead heat for first. and a second. 

Open Question, a daughter of *Bahram 
and the top-class Now What. by Chance 
Play. won a two-furlong dash for fillies in 
the Vanderbilt silks. while Good Egg. a 
brown colt by Discovery—Ovalette, by 
*Chicle, turned in another good win for 
the stable. 

Convicted, a colt by Impound—Gilt, by 
Display. was the third Sagamore youngster 
to show to advantage when he ran a dead 
heat for first with J. M. Schiff’s Chrysler 
Boot (also reported as Crystal Boot), a 
son of Our Boots—Occult, by *Dis Done, 
in a quarter-mile trial for colts and geld- 
ings. 

Greentree Stable’s Quick Touch, a filly 
by Count Fleet out of Twenty Grand’s 
stakes-winning three-parts sister Alms, by 
St. Brideaux, was returned the winner in 
a quarter-mile dash for fillies. 

Six events were contested on the second 
day of the trials. three for 2-year-olds and 
three for older horses. Greentree Stable 
entries accounted for four of the six races. 
Among its winners was Olio, a brown colt 
by *Blenheim 2nd—Banjo Eyes, by Mr. 
Bones. a Kentucky Derby eligible which 
beat five other maiden 3-year-olds in a 
four-furlong dash covered in 49 seconds. 


UNDERWOOD SELLS FARM 


«© Howard G. Underwood. who this week 
sold his 53-acre Blue Acres Farm near 
Lexington, announced immediately after 
the sale that he would remain in the Thor- 
oughbred breeding business. 

Blue Acres was sold to Dr. Lee O. Chris- 
tians. of Huntington. W. Va.. for a_re- 
ported price of $1.400 an acre. Mr. Un- 
derwood said Dr. Christians would obtain 
possession April 15, when he will move to 
Lexington to practice medicine.

His 
sons and daughters are one of England's most val- 
uable exports. “This England's dam, Sarita, is also 
grandam of *The Web (top Irish 2-year-old of 1947) 
and is a daughter of Molly Desmond, dam of three 
stakes winners. The latter was a daughter of Swyn- 
ford, another great English racing name. *This Ens- 
land's third dam is the famous race mare and pro- 
ducer Pretty Polly—winner of the 1,000 Guineas, 
Oaks, and St. Leger—and founder of a family which 
has produced classic winners around the world.

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Stoner Creek Stud is a fair size farm, with 
little more than an average number of mares.

Mare by Cottage 
Wins the National 


At the start of the four miles and 856 
yards of the Grand National Steeplechase 
at Aintree March 20 there were 43 run- 
ners, most of them bred in Ireland. Twenty- 
nine of them failed at one or another of the 
30 jumps. The favorite fell. The win- 
ner was a 50-to-] outsider. Things were 
about normal. 

Bricett fell early. At Becher’s Brook, 
the sixth jump, the 8-to-1 favorite Silver 
Fame was with the leaders, but he landed 
on a fallen horse and rolled over. 

Two jumps later, at the Canal Turn, 
where the hazard is doubled by the neces- 
sity of a sharp left turn immediately after 
landing, the only American-owned starter, 
Paul Mellon’s *Caddie, went out. He 
hit the fence with his fore legs, recovered, 
but lost Jockey Jackie Maguire. 

The topweighted 13-year-old Prince 
Regent, owned by J. V. Rank, was making 
his third start in the world’s toughest 
race. In 1946 and 1947 he was favorite, 
and even this year a late rally of support 
threatened for a while to send him to the 
post in the same role. Jumping carefully, 
he ran far back in the field until the sec- 
ond time around, when Becher’s Brook 
got him. Caughoo, last year’s 100-to-1 
winner, was eliminated a little later.

Leader through most of the race, after 
Clonearrig had fallen, was Major D. J. 
Vaughan’s 11-year-old First of the Dan- 
dies (144 pounds up), bred in Ireland by 
Mr. Rank and ridden by Jack Brogan. 
He was still in front as they came up to 
the twenty-ninth fence. Closest to him at 
that point were two 9-year-old mares, 
Zahia and Sheila’s Cottage, both daughters 
of the Irish stallion Cottage, most succes- 
ful sire of steeplechasers in recent years. 
Zahia took the wrong course, but Sheila’s 
Cottage (under 147 pounds) kept coming, 
and in the 400-yard uphill run from the 
last jump to the finish she caught the pace- 
maker and won by a length. 

In third place finished Mrs. J. M. Camp- 
bell’s Cromwell (151 pounds), ridden by 
Lord Mildmay, who came back to the 
stands with one of the race’s most un- 
usual hard luck stories. Toward the end 
of the race something happened to the 
rider which caused a recurrence of an old 
neck injury. His head fell forward and 
he was unable to raise it, and went over

Of the 12 mares which have won the 
Grand National Steeplechase, four scored 
their victories in the five-year period from 
1860 to 1864. 

Unique in the history of the race is the 
double scored in successive years by the 
full sisters Emblem and Emblematic, by 
Teddington out of Miss Batty, by The Hy- 
dra. Both were owned by Lord Coventry. 
Both were ridden by George Stevens, who 
won the Grand National five times, sur- 
vived 20 years of steeplechasing without 
serious accident, and finally was killed 
when a cob ran away with him. 


the last two jumps unable to see where he 
was going. “Undoubtedly I could not 
give the horse the assistance he wanted,” 
Lord Mildmay said. 

The others which finished were, in order, 
Happy Home, Platypus, Rowland Roy, 
Parthenon, Maltese Wanderer, Klaxton, 
Offaly Prince, War Risk, Revelry, Schu- 
bert, and Lovely Cottage. Four of the 14 
were sons and daughters of Cottage: She- 
ila’s Cottage, Happy Home, Parthenon, 
and Lovely Cottage. 


After the race newspaper men shoved 
their way through the core of the crowd 
of perhaps 300,000 persons, got a quote 
from the winning owner: “I am 50 years 
old,” said John Procter, “but right at this 
moment I feel 19.” 

Mr. Procter, a Manchester business man, 
bought Sheila’s Cottage last November for 
about $14,400, but he explained that she 
was available at that price only because 
she was afflicted with tender feet. It re- 
mained doubtful whether she would start 
for the Grand National, but Trainer Nor- 
man Crump finally decided that with the 
turf soft and good, the chance should be 
taken. Her rider was Arthur Thompson. 

Sheila’s Cottage, bred by Mrs. J. H. 
Daly in Ireland, is the third of the off- 
spring of Cottage to win the National. 
The others were Workman, in 1938, and 
Lovely Cottage, in 1946. 

The winner’s dam, a_ half-bred mare 
called Sheila 2nd, was herself a capable 
steeplechaser, though sparingly raced. One 
of her wins was in the 414-mile La Touche 
Memorial Cup at Kildare in 1933. It was 
her only start of the year, and she carried 
the maximum weight of 175 pounds and 
won by six lengths. 

Sheila’s Cottage was the first mare to 
win the Grand National since 1902, the 
twelfth in the history of the race, which 
dates back to 1839. Mares which had 


won the race in earlier years were Charity 
in 1841, Miss Mowbray 1852, Anatis 1860, 
Jealousy 1861, Emblem 1863, Emblematic 
1864, Casse Tete 1872, Empress 1880, Zoe- 
done 1883, Frigate 1889, Shannon Lass 
1902.

*Colosal was foaled October 20, 1943, at the stud 
of Cesar Gonzalez Guerrico, in Argentina. He was 
imported to the U.S. last May by Fred W. Hooper, 
the contractor who divides his time among Florida, 
Alabama, and the race tracks 

The Argentinian gelding, which won two races 
from eight starts in South America at three, was 
bought for Mr. Hooper by Ivan Parke, who helped 
his principal select Hoop, Jr.. the 1945 Kentucky 
Derby winner, as his first yearling-auction pur- 
chase. 

According to a press release from Tropical Park, 
the trainer had gone to South America last year 
to look at six horses which had been offered for 
sale. Among them were *Quibu, which he bought, 
and *Endeavor 2nd, which he turned down. 

While at the races in Buenos Aires, Parke saw 
*Colosal (it’s a Hollywood word in Spanish, too), 
liked him, telephoned to Mr. Hooper. The latter 
had intended to visit Argentina after Parke had 
selected the horses he liked, but delay in getting 
a passport caused him to give up the trip, and he 
told Parke to go ahead and buy *Quibu and *Colo- 
sal. 

In his first start, at Washington Park last May 4, 
*Colosal was third in a Class E allowance race, 
beaten two heads. The distance was six furlongs. 
His first victory was in a Class E race at a mile. 

Later he was entered to be claimed for $15,000 
and $20,000. There were no buyers, though he 
raced well. After he had beaten Gold Bull at 
seven furlongs at Hialeah Park early in February, 
he was withheld from claiming races and_ placed 
in allowance races and overnight handicaps. Prior 
to his Double Event victory he beat Gold Bull 
and Stud Poker in races at 1;'; miles. The Double 
Event was his first start at nine furlongs. 

Mr. Hooper estimates that the deal involving 
*Colosal and *Quibu cost him about $2,000 in 
telephone calls. The bill can be marked paid.

Money Moon 


Beats Columnist 


MELBOURNE 

During the spring meetings in Novem- 
ber I expressed the opinion in these col- 
ums that Money Moon would soon become 
one of the best horses in the country. The 
4-year-old son of Manitoba and Lovely 
Scotland proved it by defeating Columnist 
(Genetout—Pen Name) and Chanak (Hel- 
lespont—Studio) in the Lloyd Stakes, a 
mile weight-for-age race, at Flemington on 
March 6 

Money Moon had been left hopelessly at 
the post a week earlier in the Newmarket 
Handicap, won brilliantly with 135 pounds 
by Royal Gem (Dhoti—French Gem), but 
he soon made amends by leading all the 
way to win the Lloyd Stakes narrowly 
from Columnist. which eased in the bet- 
ting from 2 to 1 to 4 to 1. 

Money Moon would have won much 
easier if he had been more judiciously 
ridden by Harry McFarlane, who “reefed” 
him for several furlongs. Still Money 
Moon was able to sprint away again in 
the straight to hold Columnist at bay. If 
Money Moon had been permitted to run 
his own race, he would have won by three 
or four lengths.

Even though restrained for more than 
half of the race. Money Moon ran the 
mile in 1:3714 and now he is off to Sydney 
to run in the Doneaster Handicap, a race 
of £5.000. run over a mile at Randwick 
on March 27. Money Moon is a hot favor- 
ite for the Doncaster, which he is likely 
to win. Do not be surprised if Columnist 
wins the Sydney Cup of £8.000 on March 
29. 

During the big racing at Flemington 
during last week, South Australian horses 
were outstanding. Royal Gem won the 
Newmarket Handicap, Money Moon the 
mile weight-for-age race and Comic Court 
(Powerscourt—Witty Maid) beat the best 
of the Victorian 2-year-olds in the Ascot 
Vale Stakes on March 3 

Money Moon is to all intents and pur- 
poses English-bred, as both Manitoba and 
Lovely Scotland were imported to this 
country. He is a bay horse with plenty of 
character. size. and scope, and has amaz- 
ing speed both at the start and the finish 
of a race. 

He belongs to a wealthy Adelaide (South 
Australian) business man, Malcolm P. 
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Reid, who bred a Melbourne Cup winner 
in Rainbird (The Buzzard—Sequoia, by 
Heroic). As a yearling, he sold Rain- 
bird to his brother, Clifford Reid, for 300 
guineas during a game of tennis. At the 
1947 and 1948 yearling sales in Melbourne, 
Sequoia’s yearlings aggregated 5.000 guin- 
eas. 

Mr. Malcolm Reid is almost a_non- 
bettor. When his racing days are over. 
Money Moon should do well at the stud. 
He has raced only 24 times for 11 wins 
for £6,525 in stakes, but he is now only 
beginning to reveal his true worth on the 
race course. I would like to own him and 
run him in the Next Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. 

The Australian Cup of 1714 furlongs 
and worth £3,250, was the main flat race 
at Flemington on March 6. In a grand 
finish it was won by little Bannerette 
(Solar Bear—Bandrol) from Few Words 
(Mr. Standfast—Wise Lady) while a close 
third was the hot favorite. Sanctus (Paren- 
thesis—Toussaint ) . 


Bannerette is a grand little stayer and 
on the day of the race, was backed from 
20 to 1 to 10 to 1 to bring off a big betting 
coup for two or three men. 

Bannerette is a 5-year-old and has done 
a fair amount of racing, during which she 
has notched ten wins for £9,375 in prize- 
money for F. J. Hendricksen, who holds 
her on ease. She is now to be “set” 
for the Adelaide Cup and the King’s Cup 
to be run in Adelaide early in May. 

Sanctus started favorite at 9 to 4 for the 
Australian Cup. He had been coupled in 
doubles for £150.000 with Royal Gem, 
winner of the Newmarket Handicap a week 
earlier, but once again those agile lads— 
otherwise the bookmakers—escaped with 
the lot. They are protected birds, with- 
out doubt. 

Racing and night trotting have become 
a week-end double bill in Melbourne. More 
than 50.000 people saw Money Moon beat 
Columnist in the afternoon and that night, 
30,000 rolled up to lose their money at 
the night trots.

But it made no difference to the result as 
Ungar rolled a little before this happened 
and he will not race again until next sea- 
son. It is a pity he suffered a defeat as 
he is a grand colt and we will hear more 
from his next season. Scotwyn slowed the 
field down in the early stages of the six 
furlongs which were run in 1:14, pretty 
slew travelling on a fast track, but they 
simply flew for the last furlong and a half. 

Comic Court is the best South Austra- 
lian 2-year-old sent to Melbourne for 
many years. 

It was fitting that Comic Court should 
have won the Ascot Vale Stakes, as his 
sire, Powerscourt, was successful in it in 
1932. He is owned by three young brothers 
—all of them are publicans—named Lee. 
This is the first horse they have owned 
and it’s a good thing for racing to find 
three brothers owning a horse. 


DURABILITY. The 3-year-old Fresh 
Boy (Revelation—Race Fox) suffered a 
narrow defeat in the St. Leger on Febru- 
ary 28 by Lungi (Dhoti—Chapani), but 
he soon made amends by winning the new 
weight-for-age race, the Carbine Stakes, 
of two miles at Flemington on March 3. 


It was like old times to find a 3-year-old 
racing over fourteen furlongs on a Satur- 
day, and over two miles the next Wednes- 
day. Fresh Boy won the Carbine Stakes 
in good style from the honest campaigner 


Valeurl (Valiant Chief—Curlis). 


It is no need stressing even in your coun- 
try, why this new race is called the Car- 
bine Stakes, but to the uninitiated, Car- 
bine was by Musket from Mersey, won the 
Melbourne Cup of two miles with 145 
pounds on his back at Flemington in 1890 
and then was sold to England, where he 
was a great success at the stud for many 
years. 

Carbine won £29,626 in stakes and won 
33 races. Carbine blood is still in Grade 
1 in this or any other country. 


Fresh Boy is little more than a pony 
and now he is to be packed off to Sydney 
for the Easter racing, at which his main 
missions will be the AJC St. Leger and 
the Sydney Cup of £8,000. Next spring, 
the AJC Derby at Randwick will carry 
the record prize-money for a classic race 
in Australia of £10,000.
